Tlia charge i.s Incidental to the 
Druce claim to the estato of the Duke 
of Portland, and dates back to 1893. 
At every stop the case lias been vlg- 
orou.sly contested by the present Duko 
of Portland. In brief, this remark- 
able case centres about tho old ques- 
tion whether Thomas Charles Druce, 
nt one timo owner of tho famous Ba- 
ker street bazaar, who was said to 
have died 43 years ago, was or was 
not, the same person as the recent 
eccentric fifth Duko of Portland, who 
died in 1S71). 

Interest In tho proceedings today 
was heightened by the alleged theft, 
since the previous session, of the diary 
of Miss L. Robinson, a daughter of a 
southern tobacco planter, who was 
employed as an amanuensis In tho 
Baker street bazaar, and who says 
she frequently went to Welbcck Ab- 
bey, the Portland seat, where she saw 
the late T. C. Druce, father of the 
late George Druce, who in turn Wiis 
father of Goo. HoUanby Druce, claim- 
ant to tho 'estates, as the Duke of 
Portland, whose Identity with T C. 
Druce she clalnied to bo able to es- 
tablish. .

Sensational Evidence.

T. O. Druce at Welbeck .\bh<.'y, and at 
the Paker street bazaar. Mr. Cald- 
well aiUled that he treated the duko 
at both places for a disease of tlio 
nose. 

There was a bu;;z of oxcitomenl 
when Mr. Caldwell swore that In con- 
junction with the duke he arranged 
the death and mock funeral of Druce 
so that hi.s dual personality could 
finally be buried. Mr. Caldwell fur- 
ther decdared tiial at the duke's re- 
quest he employed a carpenter to 
make a coftin, purchased two hundred 
pound.s of lead, and put it Into the 
eotlln himself. The funeral occurred 
the following day. 

The witness further te.stllied that be 
saw the duko on the morning of the 
funertil at the Baker street bazaar. 

When shown the two pliotos, Mr. 
Caldwell declined that they were 
photographs of the Duke of Portland 
In the character of T. C. Druce. 

WitiK^ss v.'as then asked to account 
for the beard shown in one of the 
photogr.'uihs, and ho replied that he 
had seen the duko "wttar a false be.-ird 
iind had seen him take It oil. A day 
or two hater he asked the Dul;e of 
I'ortland lif the so-called "Druce" had 
loft a will. The duke thanked Mr. 
Caldwell for reminding him of .such 
Important points, and said ho must 
have one made. 

. Mr. Caldwell then gave a. detailed 
account of Ills introduction to the

Tho StsWart Story

. OMgin of the Claim 
In June, 1896; workmen who were 
tearing. .fip'i'^b. courtr"->use, on Caven- 
dish sqiiat-ei* "Xiondon. previously ono 
of the rcslderices of tho Duke of Port- 
land, discovered an underground pas- 
sage leading from tbe house to the 
Baker streot structure in which tho 
Bazaar had been conducted jirevlous- 
Iv, and which was conducted by Thos. 
(3hnrles Druce. The claimant de- 
clares that the Duke used tho under- 
ground pasi'tlgo .referred to for the 
purpose of 'getting from Hnrcourt 
house to the 'place of business of 
Druce. " 

The suit of tkc claimant Is being 
pressed, a limited liability company, 
tho directors of Which Jiro the claim- 
ant lilmself and George and John 
Crickmer.

George Druce .-ayi' lie was born In 
tS'll and went to Australia In ISij.S, re- 
turning to England four years later. 
After this, he added, facts whicli came 
Into his possession showod that thi' 
Duke of Porthand owned tho Pazaar 
referred -to In the cise, ;iiid he de« 
states, Iind for- 
thc limited lia- 
bility company. The original action 
was" brought against Dord Howard 
de AValden for the London properly 
which his father Inherited from the 
Fifth Duko of Portland througli the 
supposed failure of tbe dirrct line. 
The contention has been that if this 
suit was successful the establishment 
of claimant's title to tbe other estates 
held by the Duko of Portland would 
soon follow as a natural consequence. 

Tho Income of the Duke of Port- 
land's estates is estimated at not less 
than $1,500,000 a year, and It was of 
this basis that the .shares of the lim- 
bed liability company were placed 
on the market.

25 cents each. 



Delegation From Churches Receives

New York, Nov. S.— The leading Now

al weslern sources ' that they arc 
hoglectUig legitimate demands tor 
currency are entirely unfounded, and 
that on the contrary they aro taking 
every nieasiire to aid, the west and

It is admitted that the movement is 
seriously checked by tho lack of small 
bills ami silver to pay the small grow- 
er.s, and bv the inability of the south- 
ern banks" to handle the immense 
\olui,ie of business accumulated at 
southern points, The grain shlpmont.s 
are in better shape, owing to the gold 
secured by the banks of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul and tho arrangements for 
paving cash in New York on grain 
blll.j. 

The aid which is being rendered to 
the situation is Indicated by the fact 
that tho'total engagements otgoldhav$ 
now reached *4B,2B0,00O. The total was 
materially Increased today by fae an- 
nauncoment of aeveral purchases which 
had' not heretofore been made public'. 
Of the amount .engaged, the sum of 
$21,311,000 'has already . arrived, in- 
cluding $12,361,150 which was laid 
down from the Dusltania this morn- 
ing. This gold will afford the basi.^ of 
nearly $200,000,000 In loans which will 
niaterlaliv assist the New York banks 
In their efforts to meet the pressure 
for eiirrencv throughout the country. 
The fact that praeflcnilv $00,000,000^ In 
eurreney disanneared from the New 
York lianks within a week, as Is shown 
bv the Inst bank .statement, is con- 
sfderort sufficient evld^epce that tho 
NTew york.bankis ai^e;.<lolris their best 
to' meet the^irr^'at.-iiemBndi-upnn thnm.

Tluni it was little inoi-c 
tlr .n a gculu'rlni^ <il' youni; inoii for 
th-i promotion of good living by oxor- 
cis££ and Influenigcs o£>a religious nat- 
ure. No'W' It alms a^'the accompllsh- 
incnit of it.s object by working on 
brr.ader lines. It i-s KtiU religious in 
its intentions and religious exercises 
licivo tlieir place in its work, but it 
reotgnlzes that, while a sound mind 
and spirit are excellent things a sound 
body Is also highly desirable. Hence 
gymnasiums, swlinniing pools and i 
things of tliat class arc assocla.tcd 
with the rooms of tho associations 
whenever practWable,' and physical as 
well as moral Instruction Is Imparted. 
It Is also felt to be higlily desirable to 
make tho quarters occupied by llie as- 
sociations attractive. Xo one any 
longer thinks that because the object 
of something Is good, any -sort of pre- 
mises will do to work in. We make 
our churches more attractive than they 
used to be, but there Is even greater 
need for making the Association rooms 
pleasant i>laces for young men to go. 
, A well-equIpped;Y. M. C. A. building 
Is a valuable asset to any city, ^hoso 
persons, v.'ho know nothing of the work 
of these organizations, cannot hope to 
appreciate the good they do. We are 
looking for a great Influx of people 
to Victoria. Among them there will 
necessarily be hundreds of young men. 
They will' be strangers, and A'ictoria 
is a hard place to get acciuaint'-d. Peo- 
ple arc backward about asking young 
men to their houses. ;^pne young fol- 
low of exceptionable character said to 
the Coloiifst that he-had lived in Vic- 
toria for a j"ear and had never been 
asked to any one's house. Wo, who 
llvo hero and havo our homes can have 
Uttl^ Idea 4ofA the;; Infinite loneliness 
that must at 'times come over a yoimg 
fellow, who Is so sltuat'-d. and, 
who lias pcrliaps, come out of a ciri'lc 
of refinement, where ho has been ac- 
customed to meet refined young peo- 
ple. If he seeks society in places 
where lie ought not to look for it, who 
will blame liiin? If we bad an at- 
tractive Y.:M.f'.A. building such fel- 
lows would liavo a jiUico to which they 
could go, and where they could form 
desirable acquaintances. 'We tell tho 
rich men of Victoria and there are 
many ..of them — some of them could 
build a splciiflid home for tlio as.socia- 
tlon and never know that they had 
spent the money, that tUey owe a duty 
to themselves, their sons and daugli- 
ters. If they have any, and the whole 



establishment .of - any considerable 
amount of prestige.

NEWSPAPERS AND PARTIES 



In all parts of Canada there is a 
protest on tho part of leading ))apor3 
agaln.st their being regarded as party 
hacks. A . great change Is coming 
about In this respect. Tho time .was 
not very long ago when it could bo 
truthfully said the political parties 
supported newspapers, now in tho ma- 
jority of cases rthe nowspaper.s support 
tho party. Tho distinction la worth 
keeping in mind. Let us give an il- 
lustration. Tlio other day a corres- 
pondent brought a letter to the Colon- 
ist, which ho wished.^to, have; prlntod. 
It was grossly personal and ho* was 
fold (hat It would not be given a pluco 
ill our coluinns. It had no reference 
to politics In any way. When he was 
refused he grow quite. Indignant, said 
that ho had always been a ' Conserva- 
tive and that things had come to a 
pretty pass "if I am not allowcui to 
print a letter in our paper." Ho was 
under the iniprcssion that In some 
mysterloils way he was a part pro- 
prietor of the Colonist, 'Which he seem- 
ed to suppoBo' extstecl for no other pur- 
pose than to enable (,'onservatives to 
I'.xprc.'^.s tlu'ir opinions upon people and 
things in general, no matter how bit- 
terly. Tho Winnipeg Free Press says 
"It Is not tho business of a paper, how- 
ever outspoken it may bo in its advo- 
cacy of iiolitlcal opinions, to act as a 
wlilpper-in for ;i party. It is Its duly 
to advocate tho iirinciplos and policies 
it believes to be right, without regard 
to tho doleful tiniorousness of ti-ne- 
servcrs, conscious that in the 1 ifr run 
it can llius best serve the party to 
which it is allb.'d and tlie state nt 
large." The Free Press is a Liberal 
paper, and the St. Jq^n Telegraph, 
which claims to be independent Init lias 
a decided Conservative bias, declares 
the opinions of its AVinnipeg contem- 
porary to bo a hopeful sign of tho 
times. 

We have in Canada . newspapers 
which arc not conducted in this prin- 
ciple and they are not all on one sl(l(> 
of politics. They can seo nothing good 
in their opponents; they 'can And notli- 
ing wrong in their friends. They dan; 
not applaud a Judicious act on the part 
of those whom thoy.'oppoBe, lest they 
might possibly innuenco some one in 
tlieir favor: the.v dare not urge their 
own friends to take any course lest 
by so doing they might embarrass 
thorn. Such papers have very lltHe In- 
fluence. Still less innuenco have those 
dealing with personalities. Now, tlieri; 
are personal references to which ob- 
jections cannot be taken. A public 
man makes certain statements; it Is 
proper for hl.s friends to apiilau^ hini 
'and for his oi)i)onents to critlci/.e liini. 
provided the truth is adhered to; Init 
It Is not proper to indulge in innuen- 
does reflecting upon tho motives of 
public men or to make covert charges 
of dishonesty against thefn.' Such 
things can be left by the papers snp- 
j Iiorting a party to tlirise papers wliii-li 
the party supports, and It would bo 
very much better for all concerned if 
the work were not done at all. 

A very great responsibility rests up- 
on the newHpapers of Canada, a re- 
sponsibility far .greater and more last- 
ing than that of seeing that the par- 
ticular sot of public men with whom 
the newspapers happen to be associ- 
ated get or remain in power. It is the 
responsibility for ele\-atlng the tone of 
IiuMic opinion. Too often this duty is 
disregarded for tlio .sake of making an 
appearance of smartness, or- perhaps 
bf winning the approval of somo pub- 
lic man, whose favor seeni.s worth ea- 



valllng a few months aa'c. tho panic 
would havo been disastrous. Mos.5r.i. 
Clows & Co. think it Inevltuble that 
industrial and commercial affairs will 
reflect the conditions that jivovalled 
on ■ Wall Street, or jather- that those 
conditions wUr necessarily extend into 
tho other spheres of activity. They, 
therefore, warn tho people of the United 
Slates to expect tho discharge of a 
groat many employees, and a reduction 
in the output of staple goods, because 
of tho reduced purchasing power of 
tho mass of the people. Lower prices 
for commodities will, they think follow, 
and "this will bring us to a more 
normal and healthy condition, stimu- 
late consumption and encourage a 
fresh forw.ard movement." Messrs. 
Clows & Co. anticipate that KnglL^h 
buyeirs will -take) opportunity of the 
present occasion to purchase many of 
tile best United States securities, for 
they say that "the stock market cer- 
tainly offers nitmy unusual bargains to 
tho outright buyer- of securities.'! Mar- 
ginal transactions are; 'they' say, at- 
tended with gretit risk in every direc- 
tion. AVhlle the observatlon.-i of tlie 
Now Yorlc hahkor.s are intended to bo 
applioablo to the United States on\y, 
and while the great period of railway 
construction upon which Canada has 
entered necessarily ,i',i\'i:s a different 
complexion to matters in tlie Doiiiinlon, 
our interests are so closely bound up 
with those of our nolgrhbdrs that tho 
following observations will bo read 
with liilere.-t here. 'I'lie circular says: 
"It Is well to recognize that in general 
business we have turned the corner; 
that commodity values must recede. 
I'Jcononiy must be jM-actlced not only In 
Inn iiies.-<, but in iirivate alTair;;. If 
tlie.se facts are recognized, Uie process 
of readjustment can be accomplished 
In a gradual and orderly fa.?hion, nnd 
in due time tlie foundations will be laid 
for removed activity and prosix^rlty." 
Messrs. Clews it Co. look tor a glut 
In tho money market after the stock 
market has had a chance to' right it- 
self and a lower rate of Interest,

EXIT HEARST 



^ Apparently William Randolph Hearst 
y Is out of politics for tho time being. 

Some of the New York jiapers say that 
he Is politically dead beyond the chance 
of resurrection, but politicians are not 
" unlike cats In the multiplicity of their 
Uvea. Hearst is probably out of the 
way for a considerable period, but no 
one need bo surprised if he bobs up 
serenely in the future. Ills complete 
overthrow is eloquent testimony to the 
good sense of the people of New Y''ork. 
"VVe find a;good deal of fault with the 
course pursued by the people of tho 
United States, and often with excellent 
reason, but e\-(^ry now and then they 
assert themselves, and would-be lead- 
ers of public opinion find that'.they are' 
much smaller figures In tHe public eye 
than they supposed. Hearst Is a 
dangerous man. lie possesses abilitj'. 
and one of tho strongest feature of it 
is his skill In selecting able lieutenants. 
But he himself Is an impossible quan- 
tity, otherwise with the wealth at his 
commar^d, tho Influoncc of hia papers 
and tho tactful assistants with whom 
he had surrounded himself, he would 
fiavo met a different fate. His com- 
plete extinguishment settles that ho 
will not have to bb reckoned with In 
tho presidential campnlgn, except so 
far as ho is able to Influence votes 
through his now papers. That he is 
likely to bo seriously-' 'oolisidercd as a 
possible candidate' has been Improb- 
able for a long time and now it li-; im- 
possible. Tot It would bo a mistake 
to write his political obituary. Ho Is 
a young man yet, and he is not above 
learning things. Somo day ho may 
be before tho public again and moro 
,sucoe3Sfully than ho has been In the 
past. Ifo iias certainly been playing 
In pretty bad luck", eo far as his as- 
pirations for prafcrment at the liands 
of his fellow citizen.^ goes, or as t!ie 



bad enough, when they are specific and 
supported by evidence,- but unXdunded 
insinuations of corruption are'lnfl'nite- 
ly wor.sb. Yet it is becoming tho fash- 
ion In some newspaper quarters to talk 
incessantly of corruption in connection 
with every phase ot public life. This 
sort of thing lowers tho tone of pub- 
lic sentiment...^ We, hpld that, when 
corruption can be established." it ought 
to be, and it should Tie pressed home 
upon llie guilty parties without mercy; 
but -when it cannot be established it 
ought not to be insinuated. We do not 
believe an election was over gained 
by that 5!ort of thing; but wo do know 
that tlu! tune of public sentiment has 
been lowered iind wrong impressions 
of life In the Dominion have been 
spread abroad. ,

ON ENGLISH MOTORS 



•■American Macliiiies Pay More 
% — Plans of Plimley_ Auto- 
si mobile Compan'y^%^'.'^' 



An Intcro.^tiuff p!oc(> of nows rrRartl- 
ing the commercial situation at Vic- 
toria yestorday .was gleaned .during a 
jVlsit to tlio Plimley.Aiitomotille' com- 
pany's garaga;'ohVQoyornmerit stfeot. 
Explalnlns how .KrigliSh motors could 
.)jo laid dowii so clieaply'ln Victoria as 
; comparedlwlth'thb: American: machines, 
Clarki the ma'niiBQri remarlced tlnit 
jithe frelffbt charges . were'less. A lit- 
he questioning elicited the fact tlint 
this was due to the water frclKhl com- 
petition of the Blue Funnel Hue. 

Since these steamers liavc been ply- 
ing between this port and the old 
jcountry, the C.P.R., in order to hold 
'.'its business, lias liad to make a npc- 
cial rate on through I'roiBhl from Eng- 
land via it.s own stenmers on Iho At- 
lantic and railroad IlueH wlileli is lower 
than the freiBlit rate (in Roods from 
eastern American nianiifactnrhiK cities 
to tlie coast over AmerU-an lines. This 
is true oC automobiles, ami presimiahly 
OL" other lands of freight also. This 
puts the local motor dealers in an ex- 
ceiUional ]iosltlon, and should also 
•have a marked elToct on other kinds of 
'businesses, especially machinery. 

There Is another reason why motors 
are cliciper here, and that is the huge 
duty in the States, which amounts to 
4G per cent. The American manu- 
facturers, It seems, have not driven the^ 
public tlie advantage of any poition of 
this protection but have simply added 
."►^he. duty to the cost of the machines, 
"iyhus iln New York and '^he eastern

■work demands high pay, b\it there is a 
great deal of work on a motor wlilch 
is not skilled In the proper sense, such 
as polishing-, tiling, painting, etc. This 
can be and is done by boys who are 
learning tl»o business, Just as well as 
by men. But the boys get from $2.50 
to $4 a week for such work, while in 
an American factory such work is 
done by men getting from {3 to $4 a 

iday. This makes a great difference

Humbers of the lOOS 
Hnodel, but otherwise like the big red 
machine so faiiilliar on the streets of 
Victoria, have already been received 
and more are on the way. These ma- 
chines are sold liere for $3,750 and the 
company lias a standing cliallengc for 
any Icind of test with any $."),000 Ameri- 
can touring car. The challenge, how- 
ever, has never been taken un. 'i"h"se 
machines, it may be said, arc the lirst 
out of the works, ordered early ior 
the convenience of natrons. They also 
have a number of the IS h.p. m.achiiies 
which are sold for ?2,750 and are very 
popular. 

Discussing the rea.^ona wiiy Euro- 
pean, and especially Englisli machines, 
develop as much actual power as 
American machines of a much higher 
nominal ' horse power, Jlr. Clarke said 
it was due to two reasons. One is that 
the manufacturers in tlie Stales, to 
help tlie sale of the machines, iialiitu- 
ally rate their machines at a higlier 
horse, power than tiiey are really en- 
titled to, a system known to the tradi' 
as "catalogue horscpow^er." The other 
lie ascribed to the system of trials In 



vogue in England. These competitions 
are uiviiiea into classes for machines 
uf a certaui nurse power, this being 
esllniaied from given dimensions of 
liarts of the engine and cyilndora. 
Thus, -in order to win these , coveted 
trophies 'I'the English . manufacturers 
have set'themselYe^ to the problem of 
prodiicings-more horse power than an 
enginb- of given nominal horse, i)ower 
is suipposed'td prodtlcc. This may bo 
Ul.;a'.sfeh> -an attemut.. to , beat, the 
•rul^S'i-' -biit . lti'ha3''/had-'the-!i'efffeet"of 
evolving a very powerful type of en- 
gine. 

Ajiart from their Tlumliers, the 
Plimley people carry a stock of Clem- 
ent-Talbot machines, an English nui- 
chino equipped witli a I'Vench type of 
engine made in England. Next to the 
Clement-Talbots were soon ■ some o£ 
the six horse power Humber. runr 
abouts. Those little machines are, sold 
for $900, and iiavo proved so-popular 
that the company has disposed of no 
fewer thetn BO of them in 13ritlah Co- 
lumbia alone. They claim extrdorrtln- 
orv wearing capacity for these little 
machini>s, and, indeinl, for all the iruiii- 
bei- makes. The big red 1 lumber, tlio 
first broii.i^ht over here, has run over 
12,000 miles since Its arrival and shows 
no signs of wear except to the tiros. 

I'he Plluiley comp.aiiy has an exceed- 
ingly woll-etinipped garage. I'iehind 
the main part of the Iniildlng is tlie 
repair ,^hop wltli the repair pits. At 
the hack again a new 25 horse powei;; 
licdler Is being installed for the heat- 
ing of the garage. This IS' for the 
benollt of the patrona who keen their 
machines tliere, and is part of the now 
heating plant which will prevent any 
possible chance of any machines being 
damaged by frost In their water iack- 
ots In the very Improbalile conti,n,geney 
of a cold snap during t!ie winter. Mo.it 
of the machines in the garage, and. 
Indeed, all English mnchlnes, are water 
eooied. This Is ttic gennral cu.^tom 
everywhere the American Fr.'inUlin be- 
ing, perhaps, the best .known machine 
that Is air i-ooled. Tim oliiectlon made 
to air cooling by tlmse i-'f the other 
school. Is not that the sy.ileni d(-ies nut 
cool, but that it causes losst of power 
and an exra, accumulation of carbon 
In the cylinders, which again causes 
further loss of 'pq,wer. 

An Interesting little machine is that 
which spends its 'time recharging the 
accumulators which, are u.=;ed un num- 
ber maclilncs, and which w-ill sulllce to j 
suiiply tile electrical spark for from! 
2it() to 500 miles. American machines j 
use dr.\-.cell batteries Instead to start j 
till' e ngine going, which also w-orks the 
magnate, but the accumulators are 
more economical in tlie long run. pro- 
vid'Hl tlu; owner li\-e.-; w-herc he can get 
his accumuialor recharged from timo 
to time. .As they are i-mly used till the 
engine gets ruiming, and then are 
."Avitched off, the recharging process Is 
not often necessary. 

Sunk several, feet below the ground 
Is a 500 gallon storage tank for gas- 
oline, 'SO the garage Is never out of 
gasoline. It Is equipped with a self 
registering pitmp, so that the patron 
can see exactly how much he Is get- 
ting. 

An auction of a dozen machines un- 
der the auspices of the Pliinicy .-Viito- 
mihilo company will be held toda;.- at 
their garage on r,angley .^treet at t 
o'clock. It speaks volumes for the 
pro.-perity of the city, and lucldcnlally 
of the motor business, that all these 
machines are being suM because tiieir 
owners liave bought larger or lilgher 
Dowcrccl machines, and have ,no use 
for both. All kinds of machines arc 
there,, from the 6 horse power Run- 
about to the 35 horse, power touring 
car. ..

Vancduver Eyclusionists' Address , Let- 
ter to Sir Wilfrid Laiirier Against 
Oriental SeatVien 



The Vancouver Kxcluslon ]l,ea.gue has 
addressed a letter to .'-=ir AVilfrld 
I^aurler complaining regarding the em- 
ploy inciit of Asiatic.s as members of 
th./ crews of sti-a iiicrs paid mall sub- 
sidies. The letter reads: 

.Sir, — The Asiatic K.xc-lusion League 
bes to draw your attention to tlie fact 
that steamers carrying mall, and oth- 
er steamers In receipt of subsidies from 
the Dominion government, have mem- 
bers of their crew of Asiatic origin, 
and beg to request that In future no 
more contracts be given or subsidies 
granted to. any steamship line which 
lias timong Us crew people of -V.^latie 
origin. Tho Australian colonies some 
years ago adopted the policy of giving 
neither mall contracts nor subsidies 
except to ships carrying an all-wlilto 
crow. Tho large steamship lines at- 
tempted to obtain and did obtain the 
assistance of the Imperial Kovcrnment 
in their protest against the adovition 
of tllis policy, but the tinn attUtide of 
the Australl.in coliuiU'S, lUilwU lista iid- 
ing the attendant incoiivi'iii.-ncr- and 
del.ay of having to l;ilie ailvantage 
only of till.' occasion;il boats, which 
carried ••all-white" crews, ri'sultod in 
tile lai-gir comjiauir.-; accepting the 
coiulitioiis Imposi'd by tlio .Au.straliaii 
govcrmiicnt, with the r.-siih that the 
,\si;itic and l.ascar c rews wer,. entirely 
displaced by white- ineii. The ailvant- 
age^ of a mercantile marine being cnm- 
jiosed of white men Is of such olivl- 
ous v.'ilue from an Imperial ami Inler- 
colruilal standpoint tli.jl it will at once; 
appeal to yon, :uid in our ojilnion an 
'all-white" crew is not of tiecondary 
iniporiance to an all-red route, which 
you have championed for bo many 
years.

.; The sealing schooners Warkland, 
Capt. George Heater, and Allie I. Alger, 
Capt. W. Delouchrey, reached port yea- 
terdiiy from Bering aca, viii, the west 
coast, the I'ornicr with 2B1 soalskins, 
and the latter with 1»3. 'i'lic schooner 
Vmbriiia, Capi. J. Haun, fa' followhlg 
, - clothe bchiuil the vo.st:ols ami is ex- 
pected in port today with -184 skins, 
whllu- the Dora Hieward is at Ahouiuht 
with over 000, and tho 'J'honias V. 
Bavard io reported to be at San Juan 
,with nearly 1100. Tho Otto Is -at 
'Xootkn. This comprises the fleet still 
absent. 

The Marldand, as Tcportcd in these 
columns, had a very narrow escape 
from ■ lurnlns turtle" during a heavy 
northeast gale on tjie early morning of 
October 1, and tho Indians of tho 
schooner's' crew tako.all credit upon 
themselves that the achooner was only 
Bavecl by the efficacy of their "pay- 
ers" to the pagan gods of the woods 
and seas. Twice they saved the 
schooner, they saj-. once when she was 
thrown on her beam with her spars 
In the sea, after her deck had been 
swept, and again on October 20. when 
a heavy southeast pale was encounter- 
ed on the yn-ii^c home. 

Capt. Heater said tho schooner was 
running under a try.sail when slie met 
with her aecidoni, and was so dry that 
one might have walked her deck with 
slippers without wet feet, until the 
tryjall carried away. The male. Moso 
KelU, with some of the crew, were en- 
, „',_,;deavorlng .to rerig the trysail torn 
v-'i' Mvay, when the vessel fell oft and a 
■blg-^ea hit her on the port bow and 
threw her' over on her beam. The men 
in thei' rigging were lower then than 
those clinging to tho deck. Capt. 
Heater wa.s out on the pnrt.sidc rcaeli- 
ing for the keel, never thinking tliat 
the schooner would vig-ht, ljut eventu- 
ally, rQspito tlio fact lliat her ballast 
had sliiftod, she came hack. 

Tlio sea shipped h>- the IMarkland 
iswept her deck, carried away her boat.<, 
fourteen canoes, in fact, everything 
moveable, broke off hutch covers bun- 
liacle, her forward rails, stanchions 
, and bulwarks, the after part of tho 
fore-rlgglng, iwo night hoada, and hove 
the vessel down on her beam ends. 

'Capt, Heater than headed for Dutch 
harbor. The Slwashes appeared in tho 
morning walling with their faces paint- 
ed, and feathers about; their heads, to 
pray after the manner of their fore- 
lather.o, for the safety of the schooner. 
Moanwliile, witiiout compaa.s, Capt. 
Heater workeii to Oun.alaska. Tenipor- 
iiry repairs we're effected tlun'e, ;infl on 
arrival yestenlay, tlie seliooner showed 
her damage ljut slighti.\-. Capt. IJnger 
of tho United .Stales revenue fleet at 
Dutch harbor, assisted the sealer.s in 
every possible way. 

Heater met 
Capt. Applegate, who has a small 
schooner, ami engages in sea-otter 
liunting off I hp Xorthorri coa.-t.
